WATER EXTENSIONS 1953 


Street, Lowell 8812

Once again it looks as though there will be a big fight, 
on the floor, at Town Meeting, over water extensions. This 
fight, which has persisted through nearly every annual meeting 
since the end of Hitler's War, is a subject of intense interest 
to many pefsoris in thé town. 

The town has spefit 4 considerable sum of money, well 
over half a million, since the war, in water extensions, and 
there is still work to be done. The Idad has been heavy on the 
tax payers. : 

_ Just how heavy the load has been can easily be shown by 
this years figures. City politicians, talking between thmselves, 
have tevel »ped a special argot, or type of slang, and one ques- 
tion, in this argot, is “How much is your nut?” by which they 
mean, “How much money has to be appropriated to affect 
the tax rate in your city $1? 


It so happens, this year, that Wilmington’s “nut” is going 


to be just about $10,000. In other words, the citizens, at Town 
‘Meeting, can sit and figure just how much any project is 
going to cost the town. If a project costs $10,000, the tax rate 
f° up $1. $30,000 extensions in 1953 will send the tax rate

A few years ago our nut was $7500, and $30,000 then sent 
up our tax rate $4. 
_ On the books of the Water Extension Committee there 
is at present over $120,000 in work, with the end not in sight. 
This is the last year of the Water Extension Committee. 
In the main it has done good work, in channeling a many sided 
fight into a strict yee and no argument. The citizens of the 
town have been willing to accept their recommendations. 
Now there are two new angls from which to view the 
overall picture. 1. The Town Manager, Dean Cushing, has told

is willing to agree to an extension up Salem Street to the Town 
Dump, because of the fact that the street is to be resurfaced, 
using Chapter 90 funds, and it would be very foolish to re- 
surfa¢e the street, and then dig it up again, two years from 
now, Salem Street, Yes, says the TM, but no further! 

2. Residents of some of the streets are now threatening 
to bypass the Water Extension Committee and bring the 
problem of their street directly to the attention of the town, in 
the form of an artitle in the Town Warrant. This, we think, 
is fooli#h. It has been tried in the past, and has always met 
defeat. Town has always sustained the committee, and has 
always turned down any other request. 

Members of the committee feel that they are bound by theif 
original instructions, and while they sympathize with the TM's 
viewpoint they cannot do otherwise than to follow the plan 
of former years. The Committee will probobly recommend 
$30.000 in extensions again this year. The TM will probably 
oppose these extensions, in whole or in part. The Town will 
then be called upon to judge, by its vote 

We feel that the vote will not be as unanimous as it has 
been in some years past 


‘TAX RATES 1953 


al around us, we see towns and cities in which it is un 
derstood that the 1953 tax rate is going to be higher than 
the 1952 rate. This statement includes towns and cities with 
the manager plan, as well as without the manager plan — in 
other words the trend is general. 

As long ago as last October, the Crusader predicted a 
lawer tax rate this year for Wilmington. Such prediction 
wasn't hard to make, and now it appears that the tax rate 
may be even lower than that of the Crusader’s prediction. We 
stated that it might be down to $54. If the recommendations 
of the Town Manager are sustained at Town Meeting, we 
may he lower than $54, perhaps down to $51 

Of course the TM hasn't formulated all his plans and re- 
commendations yet, and it will still be some time until Town 
Meeting, during which a lot can happen. 

That thought of $51 tax rate looks attractive to us. It 
would be quite a feather in our cap to have our tax rate go 
down, while the rest of the state incrases. 


THE WATER DEPARTMENT DOESN'T PAY 


Last week the TM was asked whether or not the Water 
Department was able to pay its own way. He could not give 
an answer, at the moment. 

We have asked a few people who might know, as to their 
answers, and we have had some interesing replies 

They all agree that the Water Department does not gay 
its own way. and they all agree that it would, if water went to 
every house, on every street where there is water, They all 


agreed that it was the chiseler who'kept the Department from 
being on a paying basis, the fellow who wanted a hydrant out- 
side his door, and then used water from his own well 

Some people also thought that the town should immedi- 
ately install water meters, into every house that has water. 
Water meters cost $22 each, but the return, in many cases is 
far higher than without the meter. Every year the town buys 
a few meters, but never enough to cover new houses in town, 
according to one informant. He thought that the town should 
buy meters by the thousand and get them for $20 apiece. 

Almost everyone agreed that the town was quite low, in 
its water consumption, and that July and August were the 
worst months, with the Water Department unable to keep up 
with demand

TOWN MANAGER WANTS 


WATER SUPPLIES 


OPPOSED ANY WATER EXTENSION THIS YEAR 


The Town Manager, Dean 
Cushing, in a meeting with the 
Water Extension Comittee, 
and about 125 persons inter- 
ested in getting water exten- 
sions, made a plea for no water 
extensions in 1953. The meet- 
ing, in the Town Hall, was at 
8 p.m. last Wednesday. 

The TM stated that he want- 
ed to talk about Water Ex- 
pansion, rather than water ex- 
tension. Cushing spoke for a- 
bout an hour, his speech being 
punctuated by ong silence-that 
of everyone counting the whis- 
tle, as the fire alarm blew. 

Many of the individuals pre- 
sent wanted to bring their own 
particular water problems to 
the attention of the TM, but 
that gentleman stated that 
what he was trying to do was 
to prerent the picture as a 
whole, to the people. 

The Town Manager stated 
that he had taken his stand, 


~pnot because he didn’t want to 


spend money, but because he 
wanted to know what he was 
spending it for. He wanted, 
not water on more streets, but 
more water to put in the 
streets. Supplies, not exten- 
sions, was what the town need- 
ed at the present moment, de- 
clared the TM. 

The only thing that the 
Town Manager would approve 
of was $7000 for engineering 
and planning of the water sup- 
ply. He did, however, approve 
of an idea given by Mrs. Drew, 
of laying the water mains up 
Salem Street, this year, at a 
costs of $8000.
